and salary or straight salary basis, but very few have long 
retained the first method roe none have yet found the 
second named practical, according to a survey of new car 
dealers made this week by an Automotive Daily News s corre- 


spondent. ———————— 

The general consensus as _ re- 
vealed by the survey is that any 
kind of a guarantee to a salesman 
leaves the dealer without any 
guarantee of results. Further, it 
is contended that only good car 
salesmen can be put upon a salary 
basis profitably to the dealer, be- 
cause they are known quantities, 
and' yet, paradoxically, such sales- 
ment prefer to work on a straight 
commission basis, where their labor 
is rewarded in jjrect ratio ‘to the 
results they obtdin. 

“While our salesmen work on a, 
straight commission,’ said R. J | 
Powers, manager of the Willys- | 
Knight-Overland Sales Company,| 
Sunset Boulevard, Hollywood, “I 
can readily understand certain cir- 
cumstances. For instance, if the} 
dealer does not have a good loca-| 
tion, where the salesmen can get 
plenty of floor play, it is only right 
that they be given a guarantee, | 
for otherwise you can’t hold a) 
salesman, though, I might add, that} 
such a guarantee can be given only 
to proved salesmen.” 

Mr. Powers pointed out that 
his salesmen get a natural bonus 
on the amount of busimess that 
they do. He explained that each 
salesman is budgeted. That is, his 
average number of monthly sales 
for the last six months is 
out. This indicates the man's 
normal capabilities and on this 
basis he is given a salary. If, for 
instance, six cars a month is his 
capacity, and his salary is set at 
$200 a month, then on any sales 
over and above his normal bud- 
get he is allowed an increase of, 
say, % of 1 per cent. on his com- 
mission. 

Practically all dealers are pay- 
ing on the basis of 5 per cent. com- 
missien. 

“Tf 5 per cent. isn’t enough in- 
ducement for a man to work, then | 
a bonus won’t help matters any,” 
said H. W. Swanson, Hupmobile 
dealer, who further stated that 
sales contests were run by him 
only occasionally. Mr. Swanson} 
says his men on straight commis- 
sion. 

He aHows salesmen ten days, 
on a prospect and then the pros- 
pect becomes anybody's. It is his 
opinion, and it is shared by all 
other dealers, that the personal 
equation is a big item in the mak- 
ing of a sale by a salesman; that 
where one man will humor a pros- 
pect along for months, another 
salesman can close him in a day. 

Sales contests have proved to 
be a big thing for Gordon Warren, 
Chevrolet dealer, according to R. 
S. Carrington, who explained that 
by using a blackboard in the sales- 
room, on which the standing of 
the salesmen is open fo the public, 
a real spirit of rivalry has been 
aroused which is productive of | 
more sales. 

“Salesmen do not like to see 
their names at the bottom of the 
board,” said Mr. Carrington, as he 
pointed it out. “The man who is 
heading the board this month was} 
at the fcot last month. That’s the 
way it works out, continual 
race.”’

Subject of Discussion

before the Society of Automotive

“All oil supply lines should be 
as straight and short as possible. 
Oil pipes should be one-half inch 
in diameter. 

“Light oils should be used in 
winter.” 

At the discussion which followed 
Jardine’s talk it was almost 
unanimously recommended that a 
system of steam or air cooling be 
adopted, with provision for con- 
trolling heating of the crank case.
